Mariner Pictures Show 
Mars Desolation 
No Place for Life 


PASADENA, 
California (AP) 
The odds against finding life on 
M ars lengthened today as scien­ 
tists 
studied 
M ariner 
6’s 
closest-ever pictures of the red 
planet, showing a meteorite-bat­ 
tered 
surface 
m uch 
like 
the 
m oon’s. 
Black-and-white 
photographs 
televised across 58 million miles 
T hursday night disclosed such 
utter desolation 
that only the 
most optimistic could hope for 
the presence of unseen living or­ 
ganisms. 
There were huge and ancient 
craters, m any with sharp-edged 
sm aller craters 
inside; 
moun­ 
tainous 
highlands, 
precipitous 
slopes, 
crack 
lines 
and 
scat­ 
tered rubble—but no hint that 
the m ysterious planet harbors 
life or ev er did. 
Scientists Cautious 
Scientists who plan to send 
surface-scratching 
unm anned 
landing craft to Mars 
in the 


197Cs 
were 
cautious 
in 
their 
com m ents on the possibility of 
life. 
Said 
Dr. 
Robert 
Leighton, 
physicist-astronomer heading a 
study of the pictures; 


“ The cam e ra system was nev­ 
e r expected to provide an an­ 
swer to the question of life on 
Mars. It is expected if there is 
life on Mars it would be in m i­ 
croscopic form or a low order of 
vegetation.” 
The p h o t o g r a p h s , many 
snapped with a telephoto lens as 
the 850-pound spacecraft swept 
within 2,130 miles of the M ar­ 
tian equator, covered a 
dark 
equatorial band some scientists 
have thought might bear vege­ 
tation because it seem s to dark ­ 
en in the spring.

Scientists will 
get a 
second 
chance at taking close-ups of 
Mars when M ariner 7, five days 
behind M ariner 6, m akes a simi­ 
lar fly-by Monday night.

being knocked askew by a small 
meteorite, M ariner 7 at last re­ 
port 
was

and scheduled to begin taking 
approach pictures tonight. 
Its pictures will have to be

CHINO — The assistant cashier at the Bank of 
America branch here was arrested Thursday after­ 
noon by police, who said he was trying to flee with 
about $180,000 trom the hank vault. 
T crrv Nelson Norman, 40, of 4912 Walnut Ave. 
was seized just outside the rear doo? of the bank 
by five policemen. The Pomona police helicopter 
circled thp area from above and a sharpshooter 
was poised with a rifle atop a nearby mot in case 
Norm an resisted, according to F rank V. Meehan, 


chief of police. 
N orm an 
offered 
no 
resistance 
after 
he 
was 
pushed against the wall by Lt. Louis Moreno who 
cam e up on him from behind while four other po­ 
licemen distracted Norman. “ Police! Hold it right 
th e re !” Moreno shouted. N orm an was unarm ed. 
N orm an was booked at the Chino jail on charges 
of grand theft and burglary and federal charges 
of embezzlement. Bail was set at $100,000. N orm an 
was transferred to the West End jail overnight and 
w as scheduled to be arraigned on the state charges 
today in Chino Justice Court. 
Officers said the a rrest shortly after 5:30 p.m. 
clim axes an extensive investigation by police after 
they were tipped that Norman, a four-year e m ­ 
ploye of the bank, planned to steal money from the 
bank located at 13106 Central Ave. 
Police said the investigation included tape re­ 
cordings of conversations about the proposed theft 
hetween N orm an and Dave Miller, operations of­ 
ficer at the bank. Miller tipped wilier that the theft 
w as being planned, reporting th.n N orm an th reat­ 
ened to physically harm him unless he cooperated. 
The recordings were m ade at the Rockette night 
club in Montclair. 
According to Meehan, the bank has a built-in 
safeguard. It takes two men to lock the vault after 
closing time and each one has one-half of the com­ 
bination. Both Miller and Norm an were assigned 
the task of closing the vault. Neither had the other 
half of the combination. 
The bank closes at 5 p m. and police staked out 
the bank and saw N orm an come back to the bank 
and enter at 5.30 p.m. Miller was inside, police 
said. N orman reportedly cam e out afterw ard c a rry ­ 
ing two bundles, a valise and a bundle larger than 
a shopping bag choked with bills in sm all denom­ 


inations. 
Norman was well-known socially in this com ­ 
m unity during his two years of residence here and 
served as president of the Junior F air and Dairy

The first regular smog alert 
of 1969 was expected today as 
intense heat and smog contin­ 
ued to plague Pomona Valley 
communities. The ozone count 
reading is expected to reach .50 
am idst tem peratures of 97 de­ 
grees. No relief is in sight for 
the weekend. 
Air Pollution Control District 
officials 
recom m end 
that citi- 
zeriN curtail 
physical 
activity, 
stay 
indoors 
and 
drive 
only 
when necessary today, expect­ 
ing the smog reading in 
Po­ 
m ona Valley to reach the first 
alert stage by late afternoon. 


The most recent first stage 
alert was in June of 1968. The 
first stage alert at .50 is con­ 
sidered to be safe but approach­ 
ing a point where prevention ac­ 
tion is required. Industries are 
alerted that such action might 


take place. 
A second alert it 10 parts of 
ozone per million parts of air 
can order the shui down of in­ 
dustries contributing to (he con­ 
tam inant and all vehicular traf­ 
fic m ay be stopped, except au­ 
thorized em ergency vehicles.

The standard deduction, used 
by those who do not itemize 
would go up by 1972 from the 
present 10 p e r cent with a $1,000 
ceiling, to 15 per cent with a 
$2,000 ceiling. 
There are provisions to aid 
widows and widowers with chil­ 
dren and single persons 35 or 


older who maintain households. 
The m axim um rate on earned 
income would go down from 70 
to 50 per cent—but in the very 
highest brackets the reduction 
might be offset by crackdowns 
on tax advantages. 


The 
biggest 
single 
revenue 
raiser is repeal of the 7 per cent 
investment credit on business 
outlays foi equipm ent, worth ul­ 
timately $3.3 billion. 


Perhaps more eye catching, 
however, is a slash in the oil 
and 
gas 
depletion 
allowance 
from 27.5 to 20 per cent, accom ­ 
panied by trim m ings in other 
tax preferences available to the 
petroleum industry. 


A m inim um income tax was 
devised for persons who might 
still, despite the paring of sep­ 
arate 
tax 
advantages, 
have 
more than 
half 
their income 
sheltered from the tax collector. 
Foundations would be taxed 
for the first tim e—at 7.5 per 
cent of their investment income. 


More than a score of other 
provisions affect capital gains, 
real estate depreciation, farm 
losses, the unrelated 
business 
income of churches and other 
hitherto preferred items.

The action T hursday in Ore­ 
gon was apparently in response 
to a National F arm e rs Organi­ 
zation (NFO) call for a four per 
cent cutback. NFO chief Oren 
Staley was not available and 
spokesmen at NFO headquar­ 
ters in Corning, Iowa, declined 
comment. 


However, reports from groups 
starting 
potato 
destruction 
throughout 
the 
country 
were 
similar to the comment of Ray 
Westrick, 
NFO 
organizer 
in 
Pennsylvania and owner of the 
sta te’s largest potato farm . 


West rick said his group or­ 
dered the potatoes plowed under 
after a U.S. Departm ent of Ag­ 
riculture report that about three 
per cent of the nation's potato 
crop was surplus. 
A statem ent released by sev­ 
eral county NFO officials in Ida­ 
ho and Washington said the de­ 
struction would “ save the tax­ 
payers money and avoid having 
to ask tor an expensive diver­ 
sion program for next y ear.” 
Glen Lppich, NFO chairm an 
for Adams County, Wash., said 
the price of potatoes dropped 
$15 a ton recently after the gov­ 
ernm ent announced there would 
be a surplus. 
“ It makes you cry but there’s 
no use raising them if you c a n ’t 
get money lor th em ,” said Ed

After Norman was arrested, the money was 
taken to the police department and locked in the 
desk of the chief of police. Original reports set the 
amount of money taken at between $200,000 and 
$240,000. The money was later taken to the bank 
and counted. Latest reports said the amount was 
about $160,000 and was within $3 of being accounted 
for. 
This was attributed to a mistake In the account­ 
ing department. The bank refused to make any 
immediate statement today. 
Police kept $11,170 of the money and sealed It 
for use as evidence and turned the rest of It back 
to the bank for operating capital. 
One other question that remained today was 
what might have happened to the pistol that Nor­ 
mal reportedly carried under the seat of his car. 
He is reported to have carried it unloaded with 
the ammunition in the glove compartment. Police 
looked for it but did not find it when the car was 
seized and searched for possible evidence. 
The sharpshooter, Lt. Tony Linza, was stationed 
across a vacant lot behind the bank, on the roof of 
the Le Roy Arms apartments at 7th and C streets, 
when the arrest took place.

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Mercy's Birthday Wish— A Second Miracle

SAN 
DIMAS - Mrs. 
Lucy 
Pimentel, 42, of 530 W. 4th St., 
is looking for a second miracle. 
Not as divine, perhaps, as the 
one which saved Mercy, her 21- 
vear-old daughter, from dying, 
but a miracle, just the same. 
The way Mrs. Pimental goes 
through each day, taking care 
nf a houshold of 18 in a three- 
bedroom home, is a miracle in 
itself. 
She and her husband, Tony, 
realize 
that 
raising 
their 
13 
children will always be a strug 
gle. They even managed to find 
room, 
when 
the 
construction 
strike began and two sons lost 
their jobs, for two daughters-in- 
law and a grandchild. And sev­ 
en dogs. 
But now, she needs another 
miracle: 
Someone 
who 
can 
make a fourth bedroom rise on 
her lot — a room where Mercy 
can 
keep a 
kidney machine. 
W i t h o u t a kidney machine, 
Mercy will die. 
Money Ran Out 
Up to now, members of the 
family have been taking Mercy 
to Pasadena Community Hospi­ 
tal three times a week for eight- 
hour treatments. But the money 
has run out. Hospital authorities 
say they can station the machine 
at 
Mercy's 
bedside, 
if 
there 
is room. But with five persons 
to a bedroom, two in the living 
room and one in the kitchen, 
there is no room. 
This week, the car which has 
been taking Mercy to Pasadena, 
broke down. 
Next week the doctors want 
to perform an operation on Mer­ 
cy's toes, which have been ren­ 
dered lifeless. 
And yet, Mercy continues to 
show improvement. That’s the 
first miracle. 
Kidney Breakdown 
It all started last fall when 
Mercy 
began 
complaining 
of 
headaches, eve trouble and nau­ 
sea. 
Then, in two days, her 
weight soared from 105 to 120 
pounds. She gasped for breath 
and was rushed to the Pomona 
Valley Community Hospital and 
then toCounty-USC Medical Cen­ 
ter 
\iter 10 days of intensive 
care, doctors analyzed her con­ 
dition as a kidney breakdown. 
Since 
she 
improved 
some­ 


what 
the doctors placed her 
on a waiting list for use of 
the kidney machine and sent 
her 
home. 
That 
was 
last 
November. 
In February, her toes began 
to tingle and she lost control 
of her extremities. The family 
took her back to the county 
hospital, where doctors diagnos­ 
ed her condition as gangrene. 
A month later, doctors told Mrs. 
Pimental that Mercy’s kidney 
condition had become so severe 
that there was no hope for her 
survival. 
Amputation Urged 
But the Pimentals refused to 
leave Mercy at the hospital and 
brought her back to San Dimas. 


Last May, she was admitted 
to the Loma 
Linda 
Hospital, 
where a kidney machine was 
available. But both the kidney 
and the gangrene got worse, 
and doctors said even if she 
survived, they v/ould have to 
amputate the legs from the knee 
known. 
Mrs. 
Pimental 
refused 
per­ 
mission. Instead, she and her 
husband, and their older child­ 
ren took turns massaging the 
toes and the ankles, working 
around the clock. 
Mercy knew she didn’t have 
much hope. She told her mother 
that before she died, she wished 
to see her parents married in 
the church. 


Mrs. Pimental, who was born 
and raised in La Verne, and 
her husband, who was born in 
Mexico, were married in Ari­ 
zona 24 years ago. But they 
have been so busy that they 
could never find the time to ob­ 
tain the sanction of the Catholic 
church. 
Sanctified Marriage 
So last Mother’s Day, they 
b r o u g h t Mercy home from 
Loma Linda and three hours 
later they sanctified their union 
at 
the 
Holy Name 
of Mary 
Church in La Verne. 
“ Right away, Mercy started 
getting better,’’ Mrs. Pimental 
said. “You could almost see an 
increase in her will to live.” 


Mrs. Pimental, a short bilin­ 
gual woman with just a trace 
of Spanish accent in her Eng­ 
lish, shook her head slowly. 
“ I still can’t remember where 
I heard about the kidney mach­ 
ines at the Pasadena Commun­ 
ity Hospital. Maybe it came to 
me in a dream, or something.” 
But she applied there at the 
end of May, and Mercy has 
been going there three times 
a week ever since. 
“Dr. 
(Earl) 
Newhart 
has 
never given up,” she explained. 
“ And Mercy has a lot of faith 
in him. She’s gotten so she can 
crawl around now.” 
Refused Welfare 
Although the Pimentals have 


refused to go on welfare, the 
department of social services is 
arranging 
payments 
under 
Medi-Ca! for the use of the kid­ 
ney machine. But getting to and 
from the hospital remains the 
family’s problem. A l t h o u g h 
clothing for children of every 
age from 23-year-old Linda to 
6-year-old Theresa — there are 
seven girls and six boys — has 
always been a problem, pride 
has always kept the Pimentals 
from seeking charity. 
But 
now, 
even 
they admit 
they need help desperately. 
“ If we 
can 
get 
the 
room 
built,” Mrs. Pimental explained, 
“ we can get the machine. With 
the machine, Mercy can im­ 


prove enough to undergo a kid­ 
ney transplant. She can have 
the choice of practically any 
healthy kidney in the family.’’ 
The Pim ental’s social worker 
hopes a fund can be set up 
to help Mercy get the room. 
Plans already havo been drawn. 
The addition also must have a 
bathroom, an air - conditioning 
unit and three beds — two of 
them for Mercy’s sisters, who 
must stay with her day and 
night. 
Mercy has come of age this 
week, th e family will celebrate 
her 
21st 
birthday 
Saturday 
meht. Those in the community 
who want to wish her well may 
contact the family at 599-2490.

We would like to know the best product to spray 
the barns with, one that will kill the flies and 
their eggs. We also would like to know the best 
thing to rub or spray onto the horses to eliminate 
flies while not harming the horses. I have already 
called the Riverside County Health Department 
and all they say is, “What kind of flics do you 
have?” If I knew that, I wouldn’t need help.— 
J.D., Mira Loma 
The Rex Ellsworth ranch at Chino, when* many 
famous horses have been trained, has found the 
concentrated mix DDYP most successful. A gallon 
of the concentrate is mixed with 100 gallons of wa­ 
ter and 25 pounds of powdered sugar to formulate 
a spray. An Ellsworth spokesman said ranch work­ 
ers spray all areas where the horses are kept every 
two weeks. 
The ranch also has used Purina fly bait as well 
as a fogging fly spray which is mixed with diesel 
fuel and sprayed on roadways, border areas and 
outlying fences. Tffe ranch recommends that noth­ 
ing be applied directly to the horses. 
Mrs. Albert W. Olson of the Cottonwood Ranch, 
Chino, said the ranch applies Die Fly to wet gunny 
sacks covered with chicken wire, and places it in 
the horse areas. (She cited the danger of this sugar 
base granule around children.) She said they also 
use CVR spray bombs effectively.

How can I get a public library card in Pomona 
without “buying” it. 1 was asked to pay $10. 
Why? I’m a California resident, a registered vot­ 
er of Pomona and have a bank account here. 
What else do I need?—L.C., Pomona 
You need a permanent address other than a 
hotel, motel or transient-type mobilehome park. 
Because of heavy book losses to residents of 
such accommodations, the Pomona library more 
than 10 years ago was forced to require book bor­ 
rowers with such nonpermanent addresses to make 
a $10 “transient deposit” . The deposit is returned 
whenever the book borrower turns in his library 
card and requests return of the deposit. 
Mrs. M. L. O’Neil, the library’s chief clerk of 
circulation, said, “ Our books are paid for by Po­ 
mona property taxpayers and we make every ef­ 
fort to see that they get full use of the books. In 
the past when exceptions were made to the tran­ 
sient deposit, borrowers disappeared with books, 
often very expensive volumes, 
lhe $10 deposit is 
the only control we have.”

The council already has ap­ 
proved a five per cent alcoholic 
drink consumption

goes into effect Sept. 1. 
In 
adopting 
the 
$12,400,704 
municipal, 
water 
and 
transit 
budget, the council also tenta­ 
tively consented to a rise in the 
city tax rate, repeal of the sew­ 
er service charge, and the util­ 
ity and admissions levies. 
The alcoholic drink consump­ 
tion tax, which is being con­ 
tested in Los 
Angeles, 
would 
bring into 
the 
general 
fund 
about $188,000 within a 10-month 
period. 
During this same period, it is 
estimated 
the 
admissions 
tax 
would raise about $250,000 and 
the utility tax, $694,000. 
The Los Angeles case involves 
a suit by the Century Plaza 
Hotel against the city, challeng­ 
ing the constitutionality of the 
tax because of certain provisions 
contained in the state constitu­ 
tion exempting alcoholic bever­ 
ages from local taxation by cities. 
Los Angeles, however, is bas­ 


ing its defense on the grounds 
that the tax is not upon the 
alcoholic beverage or upon the 
dispenser of the beverage, but 
upon the user. 
E a r l i e r the Los Angeles 
Superior Court ruled in favor 
of the city and declared the tax 
valid. 
The h o t e l has retained a 
prominent law firm and has filed 
its opening briefs in appellate 
court. 
The city of Los Angeles is 
in the process of preparing the 
reply brief which should be filed 
within the next 60 days, accord­ 
ing to Pomona City Atty. Rob­ 
ert Gustaveson, who has been 
following the case closely. 
In a report to the council, 
Gustaveson said: 


Long Wait for Decision 
“ Because of the congestion oi 
cases in the appellate court, it 
could be as long as a year 
before a decision is reached at 
that level, and perhaps another 
six months before it would be 
known if the California Supreme 
Court would grant a hearing.” 
If the Supreme Court refused 
to hear the case, he added, then 
the appellate decision would be 
final. 
“ It appears, therefore, that at 
least for the remainder of this 
fiscal year, it is unlikely that 
any final decision will be reach­ 
ed on the tipplers’ tax by an 
appellate 
court,” 
Gustaveson 
said. 
“ If by chance the appellate 
court should ultimately rule the 
tax invalid, those who paid the 
tax under protest and who ex­ 
hausted 
their 
administrative 
remedy would be entitled to a 
refund. 
“ Since the tax is based upon 
the theory that the consumer is 


the one who pays the tax, it 
would 
be 
unlikely 
that 
very 
many of such consumers would 
go to the trouble of filing a pro­ 
test each time they purchased 
a drink. 
“ On the other hand, if the ap­ 
pellate court should rule that 
despite the theory of the tax it 
is really upon the merchant, 
then all merchants who collect­ 
ed the tax and pa id it under 
protest, 
providing 
the 
tax is 
held invalid, would be entitled 
to a refund. 
“ It is, therefore, only prudent 
to keep in mind that (1) the 
tipplers’ tax may eventually be 
held invalid, and (2) at least a 
portion of the money collected 
may have to be refunded. 
“The best estimate that I can 
determine now concerning the 
chances on appeal is about 50 
per cent with a slight weight in 
favor of Los Angeles,” Gustave­ 
son said. 


Utility Tax Reviewed 


Meanwhile, D a v i d C. Wil­ 
liams, assistant city adm inistra­ 
tor has reviewed utility rates to 
determine 
the impact of the 
utility 
tax 
on 
single - family 
households, such as senior citi­ 
zens and others on fixed in­ 
comes, u s i n g the minimum 
amount of utility services. 
According to his figures, bas­ 
ed on 
minimum 
charges 
for 
General Telephone, city water, 
Southern California Edison and 
Southern Counties Gas Co., the 
monthly total would be $14.93 
and 
the 
utility 
tax 
on 
this 
amount would be 75 cents. 
“This estimated utility con­ 
sumer tax of 75 cents compares 
favorably with the $1 monthly 
rate on all single-family resi­ 
dences under the sewer service 
charge being repealed,” he said.

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EDITORIALS 
Profit-Making 
Schools Valuable 


Americans, as they dig deeper and deep­ 
er into their pockets to meet the rising cost 
of ediK’ation on every level and in every 
community in the nation, may be overlook­ 
ing an educational nugget of great value. 


This is the proprietary school, one that is 
privately owned and run for the profit of 
its owners. 


It may come as a surprise that any 
school can operate at a profit these days, 
but there are many such — business and 
secretarial training schools, trade and tec h­ 
nical institutes and at least one liberal arts 
junior college. Nor are their curricula nec­ 
essarily narrowly spec ialized or limited. 


“Proprietary schools are making a more 
substantial contribution than had been sus­ 
pected in instructional areas that are also in 
the public school’s domain,” a survey team 
for the California Department of Education 
found in lOtiti. 


“ It also seem s clear,” the report went on, 
“that in terms of the number of such 
schools, courses, 
teachers 
and 
students, 
proprietary education represents a signifi­ 
cant contribution to the total vocational of­ 
ferings in the community.” 


Generally, however, proprietary schools 
have been ignored, if not opposed, by the ed­ 
ucational establishment. With a few excep­ 
tions, such schools are denied state or re­ 
gional accreditation and their students can­ 
not receive scholarship aid or earn bache­ 
lor’s or other degrees recognized in the ac­ 
ademic world. 


What may be an important test case in 
this area is currents pending in Washing­ 
ton, D.C. Marjorie Webster Junior College, a 
two-year girls’ school 
in 
that 
city, 
lias 
brought suit in federal district court against 
the 
Middle 
States 
Association 
of 
Colle­ 
ges and Secondary Schools, one of six re­ 
gional accrediting bodies in the country. 


The college, which recorded a gross prof­ 
it of $200,000 last year, charges that because 
it is refused accreditation, its graduates of­ 
ten find it impossible to transfer to four-year 
schools. 


“I’m fighting for the life of this school 
and for the right of free enterprise to get 
into education,” asserts Sherwood Webster, 
a vice president of the college. 


Middle States bases its refusal not on any 
alleged deficiencies in the quality of educa­ 
tion offered at Marjorie Webster but simply 
on the principle that profit-making has no 
place on a campus. 


Spokesmen against giving academic rec­ 
ognition to proprietary schools fear the ad­ 
verse effects on education if students come 
to be looked upon by their teachers as so 
many dollar signs contributing to their pay 
checks. 


Yet 
it can be argued that it is not 
unknown for professors at nonprofit or pub­ 
licly owned schools to migrate where the 
pay is highest and to devote more time to 
personal research in their fields than to 
teaching. Anonymity and neglect are, in 
fact, two of the major student grievances 
fueling the current campus rebellion. 


Any school that ('an successfully attract 
and satisfy students over the years, that can 
offer them courses which gain them useful 
employment in the workaday world (often 
for 
lower 
tuition 
than 
publicly 
owned 
schools), that does not have to dun its grad­ 
uates for the rest of their lives with appeals 
for donations — all while paying taxes and 
turning a profit — must be doing something 
right. 


It is not a question of opening the public 
coffers to privately owned schools. But there 
would seem to be merit in the claim that 
those profit-making schools which fill the 
post-high school educational needs ot im­ 
pressive numbers of young people and which 
are able to meet the same academic stand­ 
ards as similar nonprofit schools ought to 
be given accreditation where accreditation 
is due.

Viewing with alarm is an ancient and honorable 
pastime but somehow civilization has managed to sur­ 
vive despite the prophets of doom. W h i c h is a sad 
commentary on the powers of prophets. If they were 
even halfway right, I assure you there would be no 
world today. 
As long ago as 1924 a Southern college president 
warned: “Short skirts are born of the devil and his 
angels and are carrying the present and future genera­ 
tions to chaos and destruction.” 
The world will never know, but it would be ini cr­ 
esting to speculate on what that college president might 
have said had he seen today's miniskirts and sce- 
through blouses.

Senate F i n a n c e Chairman 
Russell 
Long 
erupted 
like a 
gusher in his native Louisiana 
tidelands when he first learned 
about Sen. Ted Kennedy’s plan 
to introduce a comprehensive 
tax reform program. 
Ever since Kennedy dethron­ 
ed him as Senate Democratic 
whip, Long has bristled at even 
the mention of Kennedy’s name. 
So when Long found that Ken­ 
nedy was meddling with taxes 
he really blew his top. Taxes 
are the sole prerogative of the 
Senate Finance Committee. 


Snorting fire, Long accosted 
Kennedy in the Senate Demo­ 
cratic cloakroom the other day. 
Breaking into a conversation be 
tween Kennedy and Iowa’s Sen. 
Harold Hughes, Long informed 
Kennedy testily that his tax pro­ 
posals would never get the ap­ 
proval of the Finance Commit­ 
tee. 
In that event, replied Ken­ 
nedy, he would bring them up 
on the Senate floor as amend­ 
ments to the tax bill. 
Long 
asked 
derisively 
how 
m any tim es Kennedy has been 
able to override the appointed 
com m ittees on the Senate floor. 
“ How many have you won?” 
dem anded Long. 
His language was too explos­ 
ive 
to 
be 
printed 
here. 
The 
sparks quickly spread through 
the Senate’s backrooms, and a 
friend asked Long what he had 
said. 
“ I told Kennedy to go fly a 
kite,” 
said 
the 
senator 
from 
Louisiana. Then he flashed the 
impish grin that has become a 
Long 
tradem ark 
and 
added: 
"But 
I 
used 
language 
that 
would 
be 
understood on 
the 
Louisiana w harves.” 
Meanwhile, the Senator from 
Louisiana Is trying to slow the 
pellmell rush for tax reforms. 
The 
House Ways and 
Means 
Committee acted so swiftly that 
the lobbyists for the special in­ 
terests were caught by surprise. 
In the past, they had been 
able to count on powerful House 
friends 
to 
sidetrack 
reforms. 
Not until it was too late did 


they realize that a tax reform 
bill was heading down the main 
track, 
straight 
to 
the 
House 
floor. 
They will be unable to sabo­ 
tage the bill on the floor. Under 
the closed rule on tax measures, 
the House must accept or re­ 
ject the entire reform bill. The 
outcry 
f r o m 
middle - income 
Americans for tax reform s will 
make it dangerous for any Con­ 
gressm an to vote against the 
bill. 
As a result, the lobbyists are 
suddenly swarming like sum m er 
tourists on the Senate side of 
Capitol Hill. Their only chance 
to head off reform s at this date 
is in the Senate, where the bill 
can be adorned with obscure 
clauses that will save their tax 
benefits. 


It is largely up to Long to 
protect the tax loopholes. The 
oil and gas industry in particu­ 
lar is counting upon him. Long 
is a big stockholder in the “ Win 
or Lose Oil Company” whose 
shares sell for $25.000. The oil 
boys were jolted by the 7Vi» per 
cent 
reduction 
voted 
by 
the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
m ittee, 
which 
previously 
had 
operated as a branch office of 
the oil industry*Long gave the 
Senate Democratic. Policy Com­ 
mittee a preview of his strategy 
during a recent ciosed-door has­ 
sle over taxes. He argued at 
length that one Congress’s loop­ 
holes were another Congress’s 
reforms. 
"While a great deal of atten 
tion is presently focused on the 
closing of loopholes,” he said, 
4,I cun point to countless pro­ 
visions of the tax law which 
prior Congresses put there to 
close 
the 
loopholes 
of 
their 
tim e.” 
He made it clear that he in­ 
tends to examine every reform 
carefully before he starts plug­ 
ging loopholes. However, he is a 
populist in the i m a g e of his 
father, the late Huey "Kingfish” 
Long. Except for the oil indus­ 
try, Russell Long can’t be de­ 
pended upon to safeguard the 
tax privileges of all the special 
interests. 


He confided to the Democratic 
policymakers b e h i n d closed 
doors: "C ertainly the rules gov­ 
erning the tax-exempt founda­ 
tions are going to be tightened, 
and I am optimistic that a mini­ 
mum income tax will be enact­ 
ed to do something about the 
fellow who is financially able to 
juggle his income and deduc­ 
tions in a way as to avoid pay­ 
ing any federal income tax — 
or perhaps only a token tax. 
“ That sort of exploitation of 
the tax law is a direct conse­ 
quence of wealth. It creates an 
unfair preference in favor of the 
man who is fortunate enough to 
make his money from the own­ 
ership of property as contrasted 
to people who earn their living 
with their hands." 
Long also wants to simplify 
the income tax returns. 


" I ’d like to offer every tax­ 
payer," he told the Senate Dem­ 
ocratic Policy Committee, 
"a 
simplified method of reporting 
his income and paying his tax.” 
Nor has Long given up his 
idea of letting the taxpayers, 
instead of the special interests, 
pay for presidential campaigns 
through a tax checkoff system. 
"Although 
the 
tax 
checkoff 
was suspended a few months 
after it was enacted," he said, 
“ it has focused the attention of 
the nation on a problem we are 
going to have to deal with, prob­ 
ably before the next presidential 
election in 1972." 


Clearly, the struggle in the 
Senate 
between 
the 
lobbyists 
and the reform ers is going to be 
a classic. It will be interesting 
to see whether the special in­ 
terests, with all their backroom 
lobbying and backdoor contri­ 
butions, will be able to preserve 
their tax privileges. 
Note —- The tax lobby is bank­ 
ing 
upon 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader Everett Dirksen to save 
its tax exemptions in the final 
Senate showdown. Dirksen has 
built his Senate career upon 
championing the special inter­ 
ests, some of which are repre­ 
sented by his law firm back in 
Peoria. 


Most Americans are not very 
fam iliar with the problems of 
Southeast Asia, and when the 
President of the United States 
decided to visit the heads of 
governments in the region, it 
wasn’t apparent on the surface 
just what was his basic pur­ 
pose. 
Mr. Nixon felt that there was 
a pressing need, or he would 
not have gone on such a trip 
so early in his adm inistration 
when 
he 
is 
confronted 
with 
m any other problems. The Nix­ 
on journey is the result of a 
carefully 
laid plan 
that 
can 
have 
long - range 
effects 
on 
American foreign policy. 


Mr. Nixon wants to make it 
clear, of course, 
that 
with­ 
draw al of American forces from 
Vietnam doesn’t m ean abandon­ 
m ent of 
protective 
m easures 
for the sm aller nations of the 
area. He 
reiterates 
that 
the 
United States will live up to its 
com m itm ents, 
but 
intimates 
that the nations cannot expect 
American 
troops 
to 
do 
the 
whole job. 
The President took occasion 
in Indonesia to speak of Amer­ 
ican aid as something t h a t 
should 
be 
based 
on 
policies 
"m utually helpful to us both.” 
At present, $120 million of eco­ 
nomic assistance is given an­ 
nually to that country, which 
has 110 million people and cer­ 
tainly needs outside help. 


Mr. Nixon predicted that In­ 
donesia's natural resources and 
private enterprise are heading 
for significant development in 
the next five years. But he also 
pointed out that he doesn’t want 
to expand 
any 
U.S. 
defense 
com m itm ents in Asia. 
The sam e concept was ap­ 
plied by the President when he 
arrived in Bangkok. He said the 
United States would honor its 
obligation to defend Thailand 
against possible Communist ag­ 
gression or subversion. There 
are 47,000 American troops in 
Thailand manning six air bases 


Mr. 
Nixon, 
in 
one 
of 
his 
speeches, emphasized that the 
United States is bound by the 
Southeast Asia Treaty and that 
Americans 
and 
Thais 
have 
been willing to fight in Viet­ 
nam to protect the rights of 
ffte people. He said he stands 
firmly 
with 
Thailand 
against 
those who would 
threaten 
it 
from inside or outside its bor­ 
ders. 
But the main point of Mr. 
Nixon’s approach was outlined 
in Bangkok when he declared: 
"Our determ ination to honor 


our com m itm ents is fully con­ 
sistent with our convictions that 
the nations of Asia can and 
must increasingly shoulder the 
responsibility 
for 
achieving 
peace 
and 
progress 
in 
the 
area." 


The President believes that 
future 
economic 
development 
m ust be accomplished on a re­ 
gional 
and cooperative basis. 
The United States is willing to 
offer a considerable amount of 
help, but only after being satis­ 
fied 
that 
Asian 
leaders 
will 
take the initiative and rectify 
some of the problems and pro­ 
cedures — such as domestic 
corruption and misuse of aid 
money and m ateriel — which 
have heretofore im paired 
the 
value of American assistance. 
One of the reasons for the 
visit to Southeast Asia at this 
time is to confer with American 
am bassadors in the area and 
get their suggestions about a 
formula for future American co­ 
operation. 
especially 
on 
the 
economic side. 
All 
this 
means that, 
while 
the United States wants to as­ 
sist Southeast Asia, it is not 
going to do the job alone and 
expects 
a 
substantial 
effort, 
both m ilitary and economic, to 
be made by the countries them ­ 
selves. 
On the whole, the value of the 
President's trip cannot be m ea­ 
sured 
at 
this 
time, 
because 
North V i e t n a m is still ob­ 
stinately refusing to make any 
concessions 
at 
the 
P a r i s 
peace negotiations. Unfortunate­ 
ly, there have been too many 
voices 
expressing 
dissent 
in­ 
side America against the Nixon 
policies. If everybody were to 
keep his mouth shut, 
North 
Vietnam would be much wor­ 
ried and would be begging at 
the peace table for an end to 
the war. The weakness of the 
position of the United States is 
that it has announced an inten­ 
tion of getting out of Vietnam, 
and many prominent m em bers 
of Congress have been dem and­ 
ing an even more speedy with­ 
drawal than has been contem­ 
plated. 


Open diplomacy is worthwhile 
where treaties and new policies 
are being formed and no war 
is going on. But there should 
never be a public* disclosure of 
military operations or plans, be­ 
cause this sometimes has the 
effect 
of 
telling 
the 
enemy 
that the other side is cringing 
and 
so 
eager 
to 
withdraw 
that it 
will pay almost any 
price for peace.

Boston Makes 
Hippie Colony 
Unwelcome

BOSTON (NEA) — The scene was Boston Com­ 
mon early one hot, muggy morning, A guide had 


already hauled a busload of visitors around the 


big, shady park and, sure enough, amidst the flow­ 


ers and statues and gravestones and grass the 


youth of America was in full bloom. Not as many 


as last year, you’re told, but still too many to satis­ 
fy a lot of local residents. 


This was to have been the scene of one of 


the biggest hippie migrations ever. In California, 


"Boston ’69’’ buttons were all over the place last 


winter. Somehow, it didn’t quite come off. 


"Boston,” explained a tall, shaggy, smiling boy 


who said his name was Bob, "is hardly the Mecca 


of the movement, but it’s better than Haight-Ash- 


bury or the East Village. They’re both dead. Boul­ 
der is the ‘in’ place to be this summer and if 
you’re looking for confrontation, there’s no place 
like Berkeley. Boston still has some good vibrations 
—not many, but some.” 


According to Bob, some of the best vibrations 
come from John H. Wyatt, a gentleman who has 
not been among the living since 1865. He reposes 
in a cemetery near the Boston Public Garden. 


" I use his headstone for a pillow.” the youthful 
poet-guitarist - sometime - handicrafts - counselor 
explains, adjusting his shades. "I feel I know old 
John quite well. Every night we get together and 
rest in peace, although his version of peace isn’t 
exactly the same as mine. If 1 ever got caught, 
I’d need a headstone of my own.” 


The thing about Bob and friends that bothers 
a lot of Bostonians (especially those who come 
from families that were running the town even

before Paul Revere did his midnight thing) is that— 
as they see it—they’re making Boston Common 
a little too common. 


Hookers still stroll the streets here (asking as 
little as $10 a trick right in front of the staid 
Ritz-Carlton Hotel) and Mafia types continue to 
turn up at the bottom of the Charles River—com­ 
plete with cement booties — but hippies are consid­ 
ered to be a bit too much. 


The unofficial headquarters for those hippies who 
have braved Beantown is the Arlington S t r e e t 
Church. It’s just around the corner from the Play­ 
boy Club, across the street from the Public Gar­ 
den and in direct line of the fixed stare of William 
Ellery Channing’s statue ("He preached with spir­ 
itual power and led a great advance toward Chris­ 
tian ideals,” the inscription assures you), which 
stands in a pile of debris consisting mostly of 
broken wine bottles. 


Inside the church you’ll find the Rev. George 
Whitehouse, who probably doesn’t enjoy being called 
the hippie padre, but is anyway. He runs the Dam­ 
aged Angel Coffee House and in general tries to be 
helpful to the hippies. 


"Things are slow this year,” Whitehouse says, 
sounding 
rather sad. 
"Last 
summer 
we 
were 
jammed and the response of most of the churches 
and of agencies like the YMCA was to supply kids 
with food and clothes and create an atmosphere 
that made them feel at home They weren’t causing 
any trouble — or at least very little trouble. 


"But the city was afraid and some rather well- 
known people pressured the police to use selective 
harassment to clean up the city.” 


According to Whitehouse, the "selective harass­ 
ment” consisted of rounding up groups of kids on 
loitering charges and letting them off with $5 fines— 
if they promised to get out of town. Being caught 
a second time could cost $50—and some time in 
jail. 


"So the kids went,” says Whitehouse, "and those 
who were here last year didn’t come back this 
summer. Sure, there are still a lot around, but 
most of them are 13, 14, and 15. Of course, we did 
get some residue — the kids who didn’t know 
where else to go.” 


Back on the Common, surrounded by tennis play­ 
ers in whites, drifters in the depths of hangovers 
and babies in carnages, you can find some of the 
residue. Four young men, sitting under a statue 
Of Wendell Phillips ("Prophet of liberty and cham­ 
pion of the slave” ), waiting for something to hap­ 


pen. 


It won’t. The good vibrations are gone.
